World  disarmament  will  come 
eventually.  Russia  and  Red 
China  will  split  soon.  So  Paul 
Nivin,  moderator  of  CBS  TV’s 
program,  “Washington  Conver- 
sation,” told  a standing-room- 
only  audience  in  Monday  morn- 
ing’s post-forum  seminar. 


THE  FORUM  SPEAKER  dealt 
with  questions  ranging  from 
censorship  in  Russia  and  Amer- 
ica to  Jack  Parr  to  Latin  Amer- 
ican relations. 


In  reference  to  the  possible 
break-down  in  Chinese-Soviet 
relations  he  commented  that  cit- 
izens of  Provo  probably  know 
as  much  about  the  situation  as 
the  people  in  Moscow. 

MR.  NIVIN  told  of  the  events 
leading  up  to  his  1958  expulsion 
from  Moscow  where  he  was 
chief  of  the  Moscow  Bureau  of 
CBS  News.  A television  show 
produced  by  his  network,  “The 
Plot  to  Kill  Stalin,”  so  offended 
the  Soviet  government  that  he 
was  asked  to  leave. 

When  asked  if  he  would  like 
to  return  to  Russia  Nivin  re- 
marked that  he  was  not  enthus- 
iastic about  Soviet  life  even  as 
a free  Westerner.  He  called  the 
prospect  of  becoming  a Russian 
citizen  “appalling.” 

THE  RUSSIAN  society  is 
"stiflingly  conservative”  but 
“tremendously  patriotic.”  The 
people  a r e “overwhelmingly 
- curious”’  about  life  outside  their 
homeland.  As  a result,  student 
and  cultural  exchanges  are  vit-

ally  important,  he  said. 

The  people  are  more  interest- 
ed in  television  sets  and  auto- 
mobiles than  slogans. 

“This  can  do  us  nothing  but 
good,”  the  CBS  representative 
forecasted. 

IN  COUNTRIES  other  than 
the  USSR  the  Communist  party 
is  supported  for  domestic  rea- 
sons— the  desire  for  “more 
bread  and  more  wine,”  he  point- 
ed “out. 

Russians  are  able  to  hear  the 
Voice  of  America  in  English  be- 
cause it  is  not  deemed  import- 
ant enough  to  bother  with'.  Na- 
tive language  broadcasts  are 
jammed,  however,  the  newsman 

THE  ENTENSIVE  USE  of 
English  as  a common  language 
disturbs  the  Russians,  as  does 
the  “international  homogeniza- 
tion” of  the  Continent. 

The  Russian  people  hold  am- 
bivalent attitudes  toward  their 
government.  They  believe 
strongly  in  her  foreign  policy, 
including  limited  approval  of 
the  United  Nations,  but  indicate 
varying  opinions  on  domestic 
problems  about  which  they  are 
informed. 


For  many  years  I have  en- 
joyed laughter  and  making  peo- 
ple laugh.  It  is  only  recently 
that  my  curiosity  impelled  me 
to  find  out  what  effects  this 
laughter  was  having  on  my- 
self and  others. 

I found  that  in  recent  years 
scientists  have  done  consider- 
able research  on  laughter  and 
have  made  some  startling  dis- 
coveries. 

Mental  and  Physical  Health 

The  Education  Committee  of 
Illonois  State  Medical  Society 
stated:  “If  people  would  laugh 
more,  they  could  actually  laugh 
off  many  of  their  minor  mental 
and  physical  ills.” 

The  late  James  J.  Walsh,  for- 
metr  director  of  Fordham  Uni- 
versity’s School  of  Sociology, 
and  other  authorities  feel  that 
health  actually  varies  accord- 
ing to  the  amount  of  laughter, 
so  does  recovery  from  disease. 
In  other  words,  he  who  laughs, 
lasts. 

This  reminds  me  of  the  fellow 
who,  after  an  Indian  raid,  was 
left  with  an  arrow  through  his 
chest  pinning  him  to  a tree. 
When  the  rescue  party  arrived, 
they  asked  him  if  the  arrow 
hurt.  He  said,  “Only  when  I 
laugh.” 

Tests  show  that  laughter  re- 
laxes tension  in  more  than  nine 
persons  out  of  ten.  Dr.  Harold 
Link,  noted  psychiatrist,  has 
made  some  studies  between  the 
relation  of  laughter  to  mental 
health. 

“My  investigation  shows,” 
says  Dr.  Link,  “that  where  men- 
tal and  nervous  disorders  are 
concerned,  laughter  ranks  as 
the  most  inexpensive— and  the 
most  etfective — wonder  drug.” 
Indeed  he  says,  “I  have  found 
that  the  easier  it  is  to  make  a 
patient  laugh,  the  easier  it  is 
to  cure  him.” 

I remember  one  psychiatrist 
.who  became  so  famous  that  all 
the  world  beat  a psychopath  to 
his  door. 

Protection  Against  Breakdown 

Dr.  Link  makes  it  clear  that 
one  of  the  best  ways  to  insure 
against  physical  or  nervous 
breakdown  is  to  cultivate  the 
habit  of  laughter.  He  stresses 
the  fact  that  one  hearty  laugh 
has  a greater  thetrapeutic  ef- 
fect than  a hundred  nervous 
giggles.  (Take  note,  girls.) 

Digestion 

The  noted  medical  researcher 
Dr.  Edward  Podolsky  made  an 
interesting  study  .on  laughter 
and  digestion.  He  concluded  that 
any  good  robust  full-bodied 
laugh  not  only  acts  as  a tonic 
on  brain  and  nervous  system, 
but  also  steps  up  the  flow  of 
gastric  juices,  assuring  more 
complete  digestion.
